'n the first place man-is morlalythat 
is, he is like all beings composed of 
3esh, bones and blood; he1 is born; he 
lives, he dies. Now if that were all 
could we say that God has put his 
mind upon him? "What has God done 
for man as an animal? If man would 
obey God'a laws would he not be 
stronger, more, comely in- 'person, 
would he not be'better housed, have 
more beautiful and pleasant surround- 
ngs?

But man is a moral being, and her» 


we are approaching the image of God. 
Here we may include in the likeness 
of God the intellect also. As a moral 
)eing man is accountable to God. 
Here is also the realm of conscience, 
he capacity of distinguishing between 
right and wrong. And here we may 
find that the t^oughtfulnesa of God 
receives emphasis: 
Every provision 


is made for maii'b moral perfectiop. 
If a conflict arises between tHe mere- 
ly physical and the moral, the moral 
is preferred, and rightly so, because it 
Is in this that the relationship be- 
tween God and man is more clearly 
shown. Every man has a conscience 
urileaa indeed he may have put it to 
death by his own neglect or abuse of 
it. And God does not leave man with 
tiie capacity of distinguishing between 
right and wrong without a criterion1 
of right, and we have the Bible. We 
have, too, the advantages that come 
from, association wjth men and women 
of high moral character, and we have 
tne immaculate lif« of Jesus Christ, 
which a late writer has spoken of in 
-the term, "the moral glory of Jesus 
Christ." 


There is no use denying that man 


thinks very highly of himself, and it 
is the spontaneous disposition of man, 
when asked as to his moral or spir- 
itual state, to say that he Is perfectly 
right. The redemptive work of Jesus 
Christ throws thd Searchlight on man, 
and he sees himseK as God sees him, 
and gets the correct answer to the 
question. What is man that God should 
think upon him and visit him? In the 
first place he is not right.* He is not 
just slightly wrong. Taking the teach- 
ing of the only book that has ever 
fairly depicted man,, -we must concede 
that the picture is gruesome and sad. 
At the very beginning of the race 
when man had not gotten far from 
the state of perfect innocence, it was 
said that every imagination 
»C the 


thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually. 
Job said that if he at- 


tempted to Justify himself his mouth 
would condemn-him. David said that 
all men are gone astray, that they had 
altogether become filthy, that there 
was not one that did good, no, not 
one. Isaiah saw that all of man pro- 
fessed-righteousness was as filthy 
rags, and that his iniquities like the 
wind had taken him away. 
Jesus 


Christ spoke of some men as a gen- 
eration, of vipers, and 
questioned 


whether out oj them, being evil, any 
good thing could come. The picture 
that Paul gives in his letters to the 
Romans and Galatians is one that 
makes us1 shudder. Thus is man' as 
God thinks on him, and there is noth- 
ing less that God could do for him 
but to redeem him out of- his wretch- 
edness and misery and death. As God 
:hus saw Mm he saw in him the most 
glowing possibilities of future great- 
ness and glory. 
The glory of the 


Ihrlstian religion is that it makes pro- 
vision for man's regeneration, not sim- 
ply his spiritual inward regeneration, 
but the regeneration of man in his 
wliole being. Twice-born men can be 


i numbered this minute by the tens of 
thousands, men whose present Is as 


the past as day is from 


night.

HEAVY FINE AS RESULT 


OF VIOLATION OF LAW

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 1.—Judge Gmlt- 
hel in the Mercer County court-today

the postal service. Postmaster Gen- 
eral A. S. Burleson has issued new 
rules and regulations governing the 
use of the window envelope. C. L. 
Valentine, Janesville postmaster, has 
received a bulletin of these orders, 
and hereafter the window envelopes 
will be subject to rigid tests before 
they are sent -through the mails. 


The best results will be had it' the 
stationery used in the envelope, or at 
least the exposed part where the ad- 
dress is written, is white. The mail- 
ing 
address 
should 
be 
clear and 
strongly defined, preferably written 
in black ink or typewritten so as 
there win be a strong contrast be- 
tween the color oC the inclosure and 
the address. 


Nothing should appear on the com- 


munication bearing the mailing ad- 
dress which will show through the 
window and tend to cause confusion 
or interfere in the reading o£ the 
mailing address. 


Postmasters should notify users of 
the window envelopes for their infor- 
mation and future guidance of any ir- 
regu'.arities in the use of the envel- 
opes, so as to prevent any delay in 
the dispatch of the mail enclosed.

AN EFFICIENCY TALK. 


I 


T IS a law which psychologists are coming to appreciate more and more, 
that every act'we do has a subtle influence on every other act. Every 
time anyone does work of any kind ill a shiftless, slovenly way, he weak- 
ens his ability to do lirst t: ass work in any other direction. 
For instance, suppose your business is stenography. Being a woman, 
you usually make up the beds for mother of a Sunday morning. You don't 
like to make beds, and you are inclined to make them in a very slovenly 
fashion, despite the knowledge that by so doing you forfeit a-handsome 
husband. Now, if you yield to this inclination, you not on'y spoil the appear- 
ance of the room, but you also affect your ability to 
write a neat letter in the office on Monday. And con- 
versely, if you insist-on making those beds just as well 
as you know how, you also strengthen yourself as a 
neat" and accurate stenographer. 
Or, again, say that your profession is home-making 
and you are elected treasurer of the local Woman's 
Club. Keeping books is stiff, upliill work for you, but 
if you persist in doing it in an ordei''y and systematic 
fashion, you will thereby strengthen the habits of or- 
der and system which you try to maintain m your own 
profession. 
Whereas, 
it' you 
allow yourself to be 
careless about this task, you impair your ability as a 
housekeeper. 


Of course, the influence which one single act exerts 


jq not perceptible. But we seldom perform single acts. 
We let ourselves be slovenly in the making of the beds 
or 'the keeping of the books again and again, until- 
by-and-by the poison of slovenliness begins to affect 
our whole system. 
"The habits that a man lias to acquire to become 


efficient in one class of work," says one of the writers 
on efficiency, of whom we have had such a crop the last few years, "stand 
him in good stead in beconiing efficient in other work. These habits of work 
are vastly more important than .the work itself, for it is our experience that 
a man who has become efficient in one thing readily learns to become efli- 
cient at doing other things." 
"The habits of work are really more important than the work itself." 
That means bad habtts as well as good ones. If you want to be efficient in 
one direction, you must try not to be slovenly in any, even though the work 
itself does not seem ;o you important.

Here IB the ideal summer dessert. 
Peach Sherbet,—Put 
a pound of 


sugar and a quart of water on to boll 
twenty minutes, let cool, then add one 
and a half eupfuls of peach pulp, the 
strained Juice of an orange, and the 
juice of half a lemon. Freeze. 


A Novel Sponge Caks.—The ingredi- 


ents for this cake are four eggs, a cup 
of sugar and a cup of flour. Beat the 
whites very dry and fold in the sugar, 
a quarter of a cup at a, time. Add 
the yolks one at a time, cutting and 
folding them in, adding so lightly that 
the whites will be streaked with yel- 
low. 
Cut the flour into the mixture in 


the same way and bake in a. slow oven 
fn a buttered pan. Do not stir to re- 
move the streaks, for it will spoil the 
texture of the cake. 


Grilled Chicken and Mushrooms.— 


Any pieces of cold chicken will serve 
for this dish, Sprinkle the pieces with 
red pepper and salt, brush with melted 
butter and toss in fine bread crumba. 
Place in' a 'hot oven, cut the stalks 
from half a pint of mushrooms, place 
them in a saucepan with two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, a dust of mace, 
pepper, salt, a squeeze of lemon Juice,, 
a quarter of a cup of stock or water 
and a tablespoonfuj of flour. Cook 
gently for five minutes, then pour on 
to small pieces of toast. Prepare the 
chicken and" serve around the toast. 
Serve hot. 


Bacon, Toast and Tomatoes—Cook 


very thin slices of bacon- until crisp, 
place on narrow 
strips of toasted 


bread. Cook tomatoes in the hot fat 
and serve with the toast and bacon. 


Cucumbers With Brown Sauce.— 


Peel three or four medium sized cu- 
cumbers sliced in halves lengthwise 
then- in halves crosswise. 
Scrape out 


the seeds, season each with, salt ancl 
pepp'er, and roll in flour; saute in hot 
drippings until well browned, drain, 
place in a saucepan and cover with 
brown stock, simmer until tender. Ar- 
range on toast and pour the sauce 
over. 


Raspberry jam spread between the 


layers of .a/ plain cake and the top 
covered with whipped cream, makes 
a delicious cake to eat fresh.
